He ha* a lot of connections and contacts 
to people from - well, emigres as well as under-cover people which were 
formerly In Eastern states and Satellite state* and live now in the Bundes 
Republik and so on, especially to emigres from the Polish people and from 
the Soviet Union. During the war I think he was at least sometimes on 
special services in Russia where you never know what hi* real dufcieswere.
